EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1 .312.

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-4, 6-10, 23 allowable over the prior art of record. The prior arts fail to teach the 
allowable features, singly, particularly, or in combination. 

Applicant has canceled other independent claims, and amend claim 1 with allowable 
features: 

the editing the input formatted data, wherein the editing the in put formatted data 
includes adding new data to the input formatted data accordin g to a format of the input 
formatted data, 

whereby the new data comprises routing information, roaming information and 
NPA-NXX data, 
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for the method of formatting data for populating a telecommun ication switch using a 
switch script building program, including converting output forma tted data to input 
formatted data for input to a switch, for transmitting newly created input formatted data to 
the switch for populating the switch with new data, in order to automatically using the script 
building program to efficiently reconfigure a telecommunication switch with the new routing, 
roaming, and NPA-Nxx data. 

The dependent claims are also allowable due to their dependency upon the independent 
claim and comprising additional claimed features associated to the features of the 
independent claims. 

The closest prior art from Sheridan et al. (US 6,725,032 B1) teaches a switch 1004 for 
wireless communication [ col. 12, line 22 to col. 13, Iine17], the reconfiguring of the switch 
using the navigation module 702 which has graphic representation of the cell components, 
for allow user to select the components to generate new configuration data [col. 8, line 53 to 
col. 9, line 18]; the work station 304 transmits configuration data to switching unit 216 [ col. 
5, line 61 to col. 6, line 6], but fails to teach the converting th e output formatted data into 
input formatted data acceptable for input to the switch.; the adding new data to the input 
formatted data according to a format of the input formatted data, whereby the new data 
comprises routing information, roaming information a nd NPA-NXX data. 

Beckwith et al. (US 6,330,598 B1) teaches the modifying parameter in service control 
point SCP [ col. 3, lines 29-56 & col. 5, lines 6-21]; the translating of the received update 
message request from user [col. 3, lines 59 to col. 4, line 17]; into an acceptable input 
format for CORBA HOP [ col. 6, lines 56-61]; the editing, adding, new parameters to be 
stored at SCP, the adding of new NXX to NPA [col. 3, line 29-40; col. 11, lines 1-1 1 & col. 
14, lines 36-50], but fails to teach the switch; the script program to extra ct output formatted 
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data from the switch: the transmitting the input formatted data to the switch; t he populating 
the switch with the input formatted data . 

Other prior arts in below were also considered, but thev fail to teach th e above allowable 
features, 

Lozano et al. (US 5,982,869) teaches the converting, automatically configuring, the call 
routing information for international calls by providing a set of routing table to the switches 
[col. 1, line 61 to col. 2, line 7]; the commSHIP software for uploading, downloading routing 
table to switch [col. 11, line 54 to col. 13, line 47, Fig. 1-9]; the adding, changing, deleting 
routing data [col. 12, lines 10-25], but fails to teach the switch script building program to 
extract output formatted data from the switch; the adding new data comprising roaming 
information and NPA-NXX data . 

Amin et al. (US5,845,207) teaches the call routing based on the data from second 
wireless telephone, the routing of a call connection based on the call code and augmenting 
information from a second telephone [abstract, Fig. 3C, col. 8, line 56 to col. 9, line 3].
